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A Most Common 


Problem With Children

child falls to cotablish night 
control of the bladder by the 
time he is two and one-half to 
three years old. And yet, bed- 
wetting, or enuresis is one of 
the most common of childhood 
disorders and, properly handled 
under incdical guidance, it can 
be dealt with, thourh it often 
requires time ns well as patlence 
on the part of both doctor and 
parents. ‘ 


In the first place, the fact that 
so many types — of treatinent 
have been used for this condl- 
‘ion, indicates that there Is none 
which is equally successful in 
all cases. This = means that 
several lines of attack may have 
tc be tried before the right onc 
i found for a particular child. 


Through tho Night 


Most children can obtain con 
lrol of the bladder before they 
pre two years old, and most of 
them are able to go through the 
night without wetting the bed 
some few months later. 


Even If this bladder control 
has been established, bed- 
wetting or enuresis may develop. 
Wetting during the day & 
known os diurnal enuresis. This 
is much more rare than the 
welling at night. 


Enuresis may occur {n such 
gener! conditions as epilepsy 
ahd diobetes, ntthough these are 
not tle common — causcs. 
comelimes comes on following 
severe iiIness. The drinking of 
large amounts of water before 
going to bed may Iead to bed- 
wetting. “The start of bladder 
training too early may be 
responsible in some cascs. 


It is truc that in a number of 
Instances there rmay bo somo in~ 
fection in the bladder or kidney 
Rresent which accounts for the 
diMeulty but, {in the ‘large 
majority of instances, the 
cnuresin develops —_-becauce_ of 
-ome emotional problem, The. 
child either: remialns Infantile, 
is nervous, as is ‘shown by 
nall-biting, temper tantrums, or 


thumb-suckings, or Incks a sense 
of responsibility, 


Year-Old Child 


The treatment of the bed- 
wetting consists, first of all, ir 
training of  Ddladder control. 
which usually . should not be 
started until the child ts about 
a year old. This training never 
should become on ordeal, nor 


should it be a time for playing. 


By the ape of two years, most 
children will notify the mother 
when they need to go to the 
tuilet. 

Insofar as treatment of the 
child who has enuresis is con- 
cerned, the parents should be 
urged to be unemotional about 
this disorder, and not to 
threaten, scold, or punish the 
child. Every effort should be 
made to lessen nervous tznsion, 
to promote the child's — self- 
contidence, and to eliminate any 
feeling, of shame or guilt about 
the matter. 

Lessening the amount of 
fluids In the late afternoon may 
be of some help: Giving a 
small amount. of salt before 
bedtime may be of some value 
in n few cases, Drugs, such as 
atropine also have been cm- 
ployed with benefit but should 
be used only under the doctor's 
direction.

Field Marshal Lord Haig 
never made any .seeret of 
his suspicions of Mr Lloyd 
George, under whom he 
served when LG was Prime 
Minister, and the ill-fecling 
wee reciproented, 

At one time It looked as if 
Lord Hanis would be relieved of 
his command, afler the heavy 
casual ies in the late summer 
of 1917. But he survived to 
lead the British’ Army to vie- 
‘ory in the Inte summer of 
1918. 

The diary is so full of ex- 
plosive matter that it has been 
kept seeret up to the present. 

TORRID TALES 

That immensely popular 
novelist of his day, Robert 
Hiechens, has died in Switzer- 
land, where he.lind spent his 
old asre. He was 85. 

Hichens did not belong, as a 
writer, to the present day, al- 
though he was publishing novels 
nnti}! a year or two ago. He 
made his big success with torrid 
lales like The Garden of Allah 
(1905), The Call of the Bloort 
(1906) and Purbary Sheep 
(1909). 

But he way far more versatile 
{han many of his enormous 
tumber of women readers sus- 
pected. He made his first im- 
pact on literary London, as a 

yo maneabout-town aged 5 
with o witty, deft book called 
The Green Carnatlon. 

This was n clever Joke at the 
expense of Osenr Wilde and the 
testhetes. Hichens published it 
wnonymously: but the  seerct 
of Its authorship was soon out. 
mid even Wilde complimented 
him. 

When the Wilde crash came, 
Wichens ‘ordered The Green 
Carnation to be withdrawn. It 
temained = r collector’s item 
until it was republished = re- 
cently. 

Hichens never married, He 
made a great deal of moncy, 
for In nddition to his best- 
rcllera (and he kept them up 
for years) he did well out of 
uiys and ftms,
